Aitronomers are curious to knor 


whether the fact will bo known wlier 
tho tall of the great' comet sweep 
across the earth. It was not knowr 
In the case of the comet of 1801, thr 
scientists not knowing of the pass- 
age until It was all over and the fac: 
learned by computing the figures. 


In the case of Halley's, It is esti- 


mated that the comet will pass entire- 
ly across the face of the sun In abou' 
an hour, so rapidly Is it traveling. I! 
mayi take about the same length ol 
time for the earth to pass through UIF 
tall of the comet. If, however, the 
tall is curved greatly and the .earth 
passes through a diagonal 
section, 


the pasage will take longer. 


Astronomers who have made a thor- 


ough study of comets say that in their 
opinion these bodies come far from 
being solid masses, as some laymen 
believe. They are certain If this from 
the fact that on various occasions 
when observations 
were 
made of 


comets, some ot the brighter stars 
were seen directly through the head 
of the comet.

PROBERS RECEIVE DRAFT 


Washington la Stirred by Statement 


(if Stenographer In Office of Secre- 
tary of Interior—White House Im-

• There Is "Absolutely no Foundation 


For Charge—New Line of Inquiry 


Washington, May 16.—Oscar Law- 


ler, assistant attorney general for the 
Interior department, of which Richard 
A. Balllnger Is the head, did In fact 
prepare a, draft of a letter addressed 
to Secretary Ballinger, and In sucli 
form and phrase that It might have 
been adopted verbatim and signed by 
the president as Mr. Taft's exonera- 
tion of the secretary from two charges 
of L. R. Olavls and authorizing the 
dismissal of Glavls from his position 
of special agent of the interior depart- 
ment. 
' 


This draft by Lawler was delivered 


to the Ballinger-Plnchot 
committee 


and ordered spread upon the records 
of the Investigation. 


Careful comparison of the Lawler 


draft with the letter of the president 
shows that Taft did in fact 
adopt 


practically verbatim two short para- 
graphs of Lawler's language. 
The 


substance of the two documents Is 
otherwise widely dissimilar. 


The subject Is on every tongue In 


Washington, where 
almost 
every 


man, woman and child 
Is bitterly 


either a Balllnger or a Plnchot parti- 
san. 


The thing came to a head in the 


publication of a statement attributed 
to Frederick M. Kerby, one of the 
stenographers in the office, of Ballln- 
ger, In which Klrby related at length 
the circumstances under which he al- 
leges the Lawler draft to have been 
prepared, 
..; 


Kerby asserted further that all of 


the preliminary drafts used in the 
preparation of the letter were burned 
In a grate In the Interior department 
at the suggestion and tinder the super- 
vision of Don M. Carr, Balllnger's 
private secretary. 


Kerby drew the Inference that the 


Lawler letter had been adopted by the 
president essentially as his own; that 
Balllnger 
and 
his 
legal 
adviser, 


therefore, virtually prepared the ex- 
oneration which Taft Issued over his 
own signature.

Almost 
simultaneously 
with 
the 


publication of the Kerby statement, 
Attorney General Wlekersham sent to 
the 
Balllnger-Plnchot 
investigating 


committee, then in session, a copy of 
tlie Lawler draft, accompanied by t 
letter to Chairman Nelson, In which 
Wlekersham declared that the'docu- 
ment was overlooked In sending the 
papers requisitioned Dy the commit- 
tee at the behest of Attorney Bradels. 


Upon the publication of the Kerby 


statement Balllnger hurried to the 
White House. Shortly afterward the 
following statement was Issued: 


"With reference to the published 


affidavits of F. M. Kerby, a steno- 
grapher In the office of the secretary 
of the Interior, to the effect that the 
president's letter of Sept. 13, 1909.. 
exonerating Secretary Balllnger, was 
substantially prepared for the presi- 
dent's signature by Assistant Attorney 
General Lawler, It was said at-the 
White House today that there is ab- 
sjjlutely no foundation for any such 
statement. 
The president dictated 


his letter personally as the result ot 
his own .investigation of the records 
and consideration of documents and 
papers in his possession at the time 
and upon the report to him of the at- 
torney general." 


The facts seem to be that Kerbs- 


told his story truthfully as far as he 
knew personally what had been done. 
But his 
information was 
confined 


largely to what transpired within the 
secretary's office at the Interior de- 
partment and did not Include certain 
events at Beverly, where the presi- 
dent was visited by Balllnger 
and 


Lawler. 


However, his affidavit promises to 


open up a new line of Inquiry before 
the congressional committee. Brandels 
has been clamoring for the records 
and the reports presented to the presi- 
dent, but has experienced great dif- 
ficulty in obtaining them.

SIPHONING HIGH LAKES. 


Switzerland Syittm of Utilizing Moun- 


tain Water. 
S 


The utilization of tho water of moun- 


tain lakes may be accomplished either 
by tapping (hem at the bottom or by 
siphoning. 
, Tho former ii^hod is 


very troublesome, as sheet piling must 
bo driven and the water pinupud out 
at the tunnel Junction, and where soft 
soil Is encountered It Is particularly 
troublesome. 
In Switzerland, .where 


many mountain lakes are found, the 
siphoning system has been introduced. 
This consists in sinking a vertical 
shaft a short distance from the shore 
of the lake. 
The water is siphoned 


from tbo lake to tho shaft, to which 
latter tbe bead race is connected. 


Such an installation will be found 


at Kubcl and nt Lake Poscbiavo in 
connection with the Bruslo power 
plant. Tho shaft Is sunk about sev- 
enty-five feet from the water's edge 
and carried 7.D feet below the low wa- 
ter level of the lake. The siphon tube 
leads from here into the lake and is 
0.5 feet In diameter and 270 feet long, 
partly resting on trestlework. 
The 


suction leg is twenty-six feet long, pro- 
vided with a screen and butterfly 
valve, while the discharge leg is 27.7 
feet long, the bottom end of it being 
provided with a disk valve for regulat- 
ing the flow of water. 


The siphon Is started by means of 


un air pump connected to the horizon- 
tal leg.of the tube at Its highest point, 
tbe slope of this leg being five feet in 
a thousand. It may also be started by 
the centrifugal pump which is Installed 
for cleaning the intake screens. 


The system must not be confused 


with the so Called "invert siphon" sys- 
tem, which Is a misnomer, being noth- 
ing more than n pressure system. It 
must furthermore be remarked that 
this Swiss system is by ,jio means n 
small affair, as It siphons the supply 
of -water for twelve 8,500-kilowatt tur- 
bines installed In the largest hydro- 
electric plant on the continent of Eu- 
rope.—Engineering Magazine.

Exploded Tradition About Bronze. 
Some of our inherited beliefs, even

been supposed that the ancients had 
some method of hardening bronze 
tools, the secret of which had been 
lost. Professor Gowland of the Brit- 
ish Institute of Metals says that the 
ancient bronzes were very Impure, so 
that their hardness could not have 
been due. as sometimes assumed, lo 
their exceptional purity. On the other 
hand, inasmuch as modern bronzes by 
careful hammering can be made us 
hard as the ancient ones, the legend of 
a lost art in bronze hardening seems 
to be exploded. 


Rosin Soaps. 


A German paper states that Messrs. 


(V. Dnffert and J, Weltbauer have con- 
ducted a series of experiments with 
soaps containing no rosin nnd such 
containing 10 nnd 30 per cent of it In 
order to determine their washing value. • 
Tbe tests have shown that, contrary to 
the opinion generally held, tbe resinous 
soaps have less value than those with- 
out rosin, all other things being equal. 
The yield In washing diminishes with 
the content of rosin Increasing. In no 
case was rosin found to be favorable.

How to Trent Them Btfere Laying on' 


• 
the Coat of Paint. 


Knots and sappy places la boards 


are hard to cover with paint so that: 
It will stay for any length of time, 
says Popular Mechanics. 
It has al- 


ways been it problem with palmers to 
effectually treat such places beforelay- 
Ing'bn a coat of paint. The usual way 
Is lo cover thotn with one or two coats 
of shellac wid sometimes apply alu- 
tululum leaf, but this Ix not sutllclent. 
especially If they tiro In a position 
whore the rays of the sun will ful)i 
upon them. 


The only way lo kill bail knots and 


sappy places is to draw out us much1 


sap as possible before covering them 
up with paint. This can be done ivlth: 


a gasoline torch such as Is used by 
painters and electricians. 
Hold the' 


torch with the flame striking the Ituot' 
or sappy place until the wood sur- 
rounding It begins to char, if the knot 
is an exceptionally bad one and lo- 
cated lu a prominent place, such as a 
porch column, trace around the knot 
with a piece of charcoal, lay a sheet 
of white asbestus on It and rub over 
tbe outside surface around the edge of 
the knot to transfer tbe charcoal mark- 
Ing to the asbestus. Cut tbe asbestus 
out ou the marks, thus making a hole 
tbe size of the knot. Lay the nsbbstus 
on tbe wood so it will cover all the 
surface, leaving tbe knot exposed. Ap- 
ply the heat as before. 
In this way 


tbe sap con bo drawn without Injur- 
ing the wood surrounding, the knot. 
After the sap has been drawn apply a 
coat of shellac and when dry-smooth 
up with a putty made from whiting, 
white lead and Japan gold size. Knots 
treated in this manner will not show 
th'rougb the paint.

THRASHING CUCUMBERS. 


Method of Extracting the Seed by Ma- 


chinery. 


Hundreds of acres of Irrigated land 


in western Kansas itnd eastern Colora- 
do are used for the production of cu- 
cumber, cantaloupe and. watermelon 
seeds. Tbe growing of cucumbers for 
seed Is said to be very profitable, and j 
tbe owners often clear from 5100 to 
$150. per acre, as the seed companies 
pay from $1 to $2 a pound for the 
product. The cucumbers are sown in 
rows six feet apart both ways, and the 
seeds tire planted about the 1st of 
May. 
After the plants come through 


the ground they are hoed and irri- 
gated, the'.furrow for tbe water run- 
ning lengthwise with the rows and 
close to the hills. A cultivator is used 
until tbe vinos run well between the, 
rows. 


The cucumber thrasher Is built on a 


wagon-like frame, supported by great 
wide wheels and drawn by two horses. 
Tho .machinery of tbp thrasher Is in 
most instances, according to the G:is 
Engine Magazine, operated by a two 
horsepower gas engine. The crusher 
looks like a common elder mill and bus 
two rollers, which. crush tbe cucum- 
bers as they pass between them. The 
cucumbers go from the crusher Into a 
largo cylindrical Boeder, which is sot 
horizontally. The outer surface ia a 
wire netting with meshes large enough 
to permit the seeds to pass through.— 
Popular Mechanics.

The benel'it of this i:o-u|»cmlive 
system is recognized in some slates, 
the road lax being remitted in ease 
property 
owners give a 
stipulated 


amount of aid in keeping in condition 
the roads abutting their own premises 
This plan gives excellent results and 
should be adopted 
In other places 


where tin* roads ai certain seasons of 
the year are little short of unspeak- 
able,, yet for t he attempt to keep which 
In repair large sums are expended an- 
nually, bnt to little purpose.

country at 524.000.000.

investigations prove conclusively that 
bovine tuberculosis is easily communi- 
cated to human beings and Ihnt cows 
which are sleek and apparently healthy 
inay be far advanced in the disease 
and a positive menace to the ncallh 
of all who consume their milk. 


Methods of Hardening Stone. 


By new methods soft sandstone or 


limestone or even mortar or concrete 
is made hard and Impermeable to a 
depth of half an inch or so and after 
treatment can be polished and cnr. 
This makes it practicable to use soft, 
easily worked stones where the hard 
material is needed, as in tanks, pave- 
ments, etc. In one process the surface 
of the stone la'first thoroughly cleaned, 
cavities are filled with cement mortar 
tempered with water glass solution, 
the whole is then saturated with a so- 
lution of potash or soda water gjnss 
and Is finally impregnated.with' molten 
chloride of calcium. The reaction of I 
the chloride of calcium on the water) 
glass fills the pores with hard, iusolu-! 
hie silicate of lime. Another process 
consists in first saturating with sul- 
phate of ammonia solution and then 
with a solution of potash water glass. I 
wiping off the solutiou not absorbed I 
in one minute.

will tend to prevent snu scald. Careful- 
ly slacked slone lime should be nsed 
for the purpose, this being diluted to 
the consistency of paint after tho 
slacking process Is completed.

One of the Nobel prizes recently 


awarded at Stockholm, that for the 
most important discovery in medicine, 
went to Professor Theodore Rocher of 
Berne, Switzerland, who is now sixty- 
eight years old. Before Kocuer goiter 
was considered incurable. He was the 
flrst, about 1SSO. to attack this plague.:. 
In the Vnlals canton and to deny thai 
'.he taking away of the goiter at first 
provoked' cretinism and then led to 
death. 
He discovered the cause of 


these phenomena. At the surgical con- 
gross of Berlin he communicated the 
results of his researches. ^He showed 
that the goiter could be removed, bill 
that it was necessary to guard against' 
the extirpation of the glaud^to 'which I 
it was attached. This skillful surgeon 
has made more than 2,000 cures of this i 
kind.

VARIEGATED AL.-ALFA8. 


The ordinary alfalfa, whose original 


home was probably Persia, liascoineto 
be considered a standard and valuable 
forage crop In the western half of the 
United Stales. 
This variety has blue 


flowers and n coiled pod. 
Within a 


few years there bus been inlrndnced in 
the couutry a variety »f .lellmv (low- 
ered alfalfa, whicli grows wild In Si- 
beria and several countries of Europe, 
that does not have the upright u'alilt or 
produce as much seed, but that In 
point of resistance to extremes of 
drought and cold is decidedly superior 
to its blue flowered relative. In some 
cases these fields have grown-side by 
side, and hybrid or variegated alfalfas 
have resulted, combining some of the 
best qualities of both varieties. The 
best of tbese-variegated strains, which 
bear both blue and yellow flowers, are 
sand lucern, Grimm's alfalfa' and 
Canadian alfalfa. Of this list the sec- 
oud strain has been very successful!} 
ivrown in Minnesota and North Dakota, 
where It lias withstood cold winters 
remarkably well and bag produced n 
larger yield of. hay than the blue flow- 
ered variety. 


ABOUT DURUM WHEAT. 


Durum 
wheat, 
quite 
commonly 


known under the name of macaroni 
wheat, seems especially adapted to 
soil and cllnlallc conditions existing in 
the great plain west of the Mississippi 
river, where the rainfall ranges from 
ten to twenty .Inches per year. It Is 
not only quite drought resistant, but 
(coins largely free from rust. , In hu- 
mid sections It docs not do so well'ns 
other standard varieties of wheat. In 
price It ranges a few cents per bushel 
tower than other wheat of like grade. 


That the feeding of silage to dairy 


cows in large quantities does not seri- 
ously affect the quality of milk was 
demonstrated by a test made by tbe 
Illinois experiment station not long 
ago. Samples.of silage and nonsilagu 
uiiik were lasted by some 1100 niem- 
bors of the faculty and student body. 
Including eighty-olio ladles. In all 1X1 
per cent preferred tbe silage milk. H!> 
per cent preferred the nousilage milk, 
while the remainder had no prefer- 
eace. Samples of the silage and nou- 
silage milk were submitted to. live 
dairy experts In several large cities, 
and of these one had no choice, one 
preferred the uousilage milk, while 
three preferred the silage milk. The 
cows which produced the silage milk 
usod in this test were.given forty 
pounds of silage a day. which Is con- 
siderably in excess of the ration usu- 
ally fetl. 
. 


While melons will do well on a great 


variety of soils, they seem to flourish 
best on a mellow, friable loam.which 
has'been well enriched with barnyard 
manure. About a dozen seeds should 
•be planted to the bill, the planting, be- 
ing delayed until danger of frost Is 
past. When tbe young vines have got 
past tbe striped beetle stage the plants 
should be thinned to three or four in » 
bill. 
Like all other growing things, 


melons will do best If given frequent 
cultivation with both wheel cultivator 
and with hoe. which will insure a 
moist and mellow condition of the soil. 
,If tbe melon patch Is so large'that It 
Is not fe-i-ible lo protect the hills from 
the striped beetle hy means of shallow

Is set the 
vines should be so pruned as lo throw 
the whole strength of the plant Into 
them. 


With the price of coucenlrat<ui—in-an, 


ollmoal and the like-soaring iu be- 
tween $23 and 540 n ton, especial In- 
terest attaches to the raising on tbe 
home lands of feeds which can luku 
the place of these high priced muffs. 
Tho best substitutes are (he icKumiM— 
alfalfa for the drier sections west and 
Koutbwosi. i he clovers for iliit northern 
and pasterji states (alfalfa where It 
will do welli and cowpeas and soy 
beans for those sections of the som'h 
where the rainfall Is so heavy as to 
seriously Interfere with the pru|>er 
curing of alfalfa. The problem of pro- 
viding a cheaper ration can be simpli- 
fied if the silo.is installed, which will 
mean the carrying of n maximum 
amount of stock on n minimum »cr«- 


- The several blights that attack,po-
